Whyte Ave is about to get much 
taller — and denser, too. 

City council voted 10-2 (Coun. 
Tony Caterina was absent) Mon¬ 
day to gTeen-light the construc¬ 
tion of Southpark on Whyte, a 
complex featuring two 20-storey 
towers on 81 Avenue Eind two 
four-storey buildings on Whyte 
itself. But the decision didn’t 
make everyone happy. 

Coun. Ben Henderson, who 
represents the area and voted 
against the proposal, suggested 
council jumped the gun on the 
decision. He said the develop¬ 
ment violates the guidelines set 


out in both the proposed Plan 
Whyte and Winter City strategies 
— at 50.5 metres, Southpark 
is a smidgeon taller than the 
50-metre height restriction and 
still shadows Whyte Ave from 
October to February. 

“'This stuff needs to be thought 
out and 1 really worry we’re be¬ 
ing careless; it's a really import¬ 
ant asset for the city,” he said, 
referring to the popular shop¬ 
ping street. "This is not about 
saying no, it h s about recognizing 
we have an important asset and 
making sure we take care of it.” 

But the rnajonty of councillors 
felt the building will spruce up the 
street — it'll include public park 
space and allow street-front retail. 

Mayor Don Iveson, who noted 
the planning process was imper¬ 
fect but supported the decision, 
said Plan Whyte signals Edmon¬ 
ton is changing. “We talk about 
character Eind this (development) 
will change that experience, but 
so will it change having more resi¬ 
dents and mote business activity”

It's been exactly one month 
since the Metro Line started ato¬ 
ning full speed past her stop at 
Mat Ewan, which means Diana 
Tykha is now getting a little bit 
more sleep. 

“3 used to have to leave about 
an ho le r-and-a-h□ If early" she 
said on the train Monday, as it 
zipped towards the tore. 

,L lt's nice ta just have that 
extra 30 minutes to prepare for 
your day, so I’m happy." 

Last month, the city finally 
gave the formerly s love moving 
Metro Line the green Light to run 
at full speed when travelling 
through intersections. 

The long-plagued JLKT line 
had been operating at speeds 


below 50 kmfh due to a broken 
signalling system, causing major 
headaches and requiring exten¬ 
sive software patches. 

When Metro took, a ride Mon¬ 
day, the train and signalling 
system appeared to be in or¬ 
der. Traffic wasn't backed up on 
Kingsway heavily either. 

But not everyone is pleased. 
Adam Millie, development dir¬ 
ector with the Alberta Avenue 
Community League, said he's 
still enduring traffic backlogs 
due to the signalling system. 

“It's been stuck twice since it 
was going full speed," he said. 
“1 just want them to fix it. it’s 
exasperating.'" 

Indeed, the city has more 
work to do before the Metro Line 
and Capital line are integrated 
— Plan A —according to Guy 
Boston, manager of LRT deliv¬ 
ery. He said the line has been 
performing well overall since 
going full speed last month. 

‘'The vast majority, or 90 per 
cent of crossing times are fairly 
consistent." he said. “There is 
the odd time it could be another 
30 seconds longer, which CEin 
feel like an eternity." 


Still, train passenger’s seem 
to be happy. Passenger David 
Stevens said Monday he noticed 
his trip has been a bit faster 
“Jt r s noticeable, but nothing 


major" he said. 

Jessica Demeteric said she 
still avoids the Kingsway and 
111 intersection when driving. 
"If] have to wait for the train 


when I'm driving, it's really not 
pleasant." she said. “Otherwise, 
Tm pretty happy that the trip 
on the train is a bit faster than 
what it used to be."

Satellite 
ready for 
launch 


It’s reinforcing some very 
outdated gender roles’

A brej&dbox-sized piece of equip¬ 
ment scheduled to launch into 
space by the end of the month 
is on track to become the first 
satellite made entirely in Alberta. 

A group of University of Al¬ 
berta researchers and students 
haw been hard at work on the 
satellite, dubbed Lx-Alta 1, since 
2010 . The satellite is designed 
to study weather in the iono¬ 
sphere, which lies between 75 
and 1,000 kilometres above the 
Earth's surface. 

"We are the ones at the pin¬ 
nacle of this research Ln terms of 
space in Alberta.” said program 
manager Charles Mokes, a mas¬ 
ters student in spaces physics, 

Ex-Alta 1 is part of the larger 
Belgium QB50 Cube Satellite Mis¬ 
sion. which will knmch dozens of 
the small satellites into die iono¬ 
sphere over the course of a year. 

While the ktunch hits been 
pushed back a few times — 
mostly recently on Monday, 
when NASA notified the team 
the satellite wouldn't be going 
this Friday, as planned — but 
Noises isn't fazed. 

The satellite, which has been 
ready and waiting at Cape Canav¬ 
eral Air Force Station in Honda 
since August, is now slated to 
launch next week, Nokes said. 

The satellite is also carrying 
a microchip with the name of 
the 600 or donors that helped 
get the project off the ground. 

The group of students raised 
over Si50,000 through crowd¬ 
funding over the course of the 
project. Nokes said. 

“It's kind of a romantic story, 
how we were able to CTUwdfund 
and build this all in Alberta.”

Women’s 
studies course 
north of city 
under fire

A junior high noith of Edmon¬ 
ton is taking heat online for a 
new women’s studies course 
that preaches empowerment, 
but teaches girls about face 
shape, polite conversation and 
applying makeup. 

The class launched Feb. 1 at 
Eleanor Hall School :n Clyde, 
and is open to students in 
grades 6 to 9. There are 25 girls 
signed up for the option as part 
of the school's Career and 'tech¬ 
nology Foundations program, 
according to officials from Pem¬ 
bina Hills l^u blic Schools. 

But criticism online has been 
swift, after a school board news¬ 
letter dated March 15 described 
what students would be learn¬ 
ing- 

"Girls self-image and self¬ 
esteem takes a battering in a 
world where they are bom¬ 
barded with distorted images 
of what it means to be female " 
the newsletter reads. 

Activities outlined include 
analyzing face and body shape 
"to determine which hairstyle 
is most flattering.” 


Students will also complete 
"an online shopping activity 
to identify their own personal 
style,” and "plan recipes, table 
settings, dinner music and re¬ 
view dinner party etiquette and 
polite conversation.” 

Cristina S-tasia, a gender stud¬ 
ies professor at the University 
of Alberta, called the focus on 
appearance “extremely prob¬ 
lematic.” 

"It's reinforcing some very 
outdated gender roles, There 


is a need for gender studies in 
schools, but the way we do that 
is by teaching critical media 
literacy,” she said. 

"You don’t focus on what 
their bodies look like, but what 
their minds can do.” 

Still, Stasia applauds the 
school for starting a women's 
studies class. 

"1 believe the intentions be¬ 
hind this course are good.” she 
said. "Trying to provide a space 
where girls can discuss issues 


that disproportionately impact 
girls, that's important.” 

David Garbutt, acting super¬ 
intendent for Pembina Hills, 
said it’s possible pails of the 
class “missed the mark.” 

“On the face of it, 1 can 
understand why people would 
be concerned, but that's not 
the purpose or intent of this 
option.” 

He said, based on his con¬ 
versation with the teachers in¬ 
volved. that the course would 


also include more media criti¬ 
cism and discussion of gender 
stereotypes. 

“We want them to be critic¬ 
al thinkers, we want them to 
analyze what’s in the media,” 
he said. 

“1 want to ensure people that 
we're not going out of our way 
to pigeonhole our kids.” 

Garbutt said he’s currently 
accepting feedback, and is open 
to making changes to the course 
in future.

A lota] 10-year-old is. building 
a business out of Lego. 

Gavin Gariepy is renting out 
his collection of the toy build¬ 
ing blocks as part of a new ven¬ 
ture called Kent a Brick, 

"Big Lego sets can be very 
expensive." said Gariepy. "Not 
everyone can afford the big¬ 
gest sets, so 1 thought people 
should get to try the amazing 
ones like these."' 

Currently, Lego enthusiasts 
can pick from six available 
sets, including the 2,144-piece 
Star Wars-themed Assault on 
Hoth Set — which includes 
the Wampa that captures Luke 
Skywalker. according to the 
Kent a Brick website. 

Gariepy takes rental book¬ 
ings via text or through his 
website. Rentals start at 515 


and last for seven days, which 
Gariepy figures provides "more 
than enough time to build and 
play with it. Then give it back.” 

He got the idea of a Lego 
rental company last year, but 
needed capital. So he applied 
for a 5500 grant from a local 
bank.. 

Kuss Morrow, CEO of River 
City Credit Union, said his fi¬ 
nancial institution gives 10 
grants to youth aged eight to 
13 every year as part of a pro¬ 
gram for young entrepreneurs. 

“It helps kids have an entre¬ 
preneurial experience," he said. 

Gariepy got his start-up cash 
in June 2016, and spent it on 
building and maintaining a 
website at rentabrick.ca, as 
well as printing up business 
cards. He officially launched 
his company in January. 

Since then, Gariepy has had 
a handful of renters, mostly 
kids, but some adults, he said. 

Gariepy is planning to re¬ 
invest his profits to purchase 
more Lego sets and expand his 
inventory. But he's not the only 
entrepreneur in the family. His 
sister Geneva also received seed 
money last summer to start her 
made-to-order cupcake busi¬ 
ness. Mini Cupcake Heaven.

Ceci defends 
budget from 
critics at credit 
rating agencies 

Alberta's provincial debt is 
growing but remains “man¬ 
ageable/ 1 despite criticism from 
credit-rating agencies follow¬ 
ing last week's budget, finance 
Minister Joe Ceci says. 

Agencies including Moody's 
Investor Service andDERS Ltd. 
say they are reviewing the prov¬ 
ince's ratings, which are used 
to determine its cost of bor¬ 
rowing money, because of its 
growing debt levels. 

In a speech to the Calgary 
Chamber of Commerce on 
Monday morning, Ceci says 
he expects Alberta revenues 
will grow with its economy 
overtime to reduce the deficits. 

“I certainly understand, 
appreciate the credit-rating 
concerns people have, but I 
think if w r e keep care of the 
fundamentals in this province, 
which is continuing to move 
forward, continue to have good 
governance, continue to be 


an attractor with low taxes 
and promote this province to 
others, w r e’ll take care of those 
other things,* he said. “What 
we’ll see going forward is an 
expansion of the economy. 1 * 

Chamber president Adam 
Legge said the budget was 
based more on hope than real¬ 
ism and said the government 
must work to shrink the gap 
between revenue and spending 

The province expects a 
510.3-billion deficit for the 
coming fiscal year, which starts 
April f, and forecasts that its 
debt will rise to 571.1 billion 
by 2020. 

"Alberta's rapidly rising debt 
burden, protracted" deficits and 
above-inflation expense growth 
continue to put significant 
pressure on its rating,” stated 
Adam Hardi, Moody's assist¬ 
ant vice-president, in a news 
release on Friday. 

" The province's plan to issue 
an additional $25 billion in 
debt over the next three years 
to finance its operating deficits 
and capital plans will contrib¬ 
ute to a rising debt burden 
that may approach 150 per 
cent of revenues by 2019-20 
(on a Moody’s adjusted basis),"

“It's bow people make their 
livings,” said Thorson. "It's not 
a ‘nice to have'" it's an absolute."

Ellis and his friends started 
the project after they saw how 
normalized Islamaphobia and 
xenophobia were becoming. 

“My friend and 1 had a discus¬ 
sion about how diversity is so 
much a part of being a Canadian, 
all of us are like an individual 
mosaic tile," Ellis said of the 
campaign, first started in 2015. 

Then* the influx of Syr¬ 
ian refugees into Canada and 
ITesident Trump's Muslim Bail 
made discussions around divers¬ 
ity more urgent, he said. 

The Project has since started 
to take off— politicians across 
the country have posted messa¬ 
ges, including both Mayor Don 
Iveson and Federal Infrastruc¬ 
ture Minister Amarjeet Sohi 
have posted messages of sup¬ 
port. Ellis said. 

Hut it was support from an¬ 
other place that really made 
Ellis proud. 

“We had a group of students 
in China take photos showing 
the logo and messages.

Jean says he’s

The lender af Alberta’s Op¬ 
position Wildrose party was 
trying to keep expectations 
low for his first meeting with 
Jason Kenney following the Al¬ 
berta Progressive Conservative 
leadership race. 

Brian Jean said he wanted 
to congratulate Kenney on his 
election as leader and start 
drawing a road map on how 
the two parties could merge. 

'Tin not going lo get into 
the details of how this merger 
will work," he said Monday, 
Tm walking into this meet¬ 
ing with an open mind and 
I’m hoping that we'll have a 
good constructive meeting.” 

But Jean stressed again that 
any new conservative party 
would have to be created under 
a Wildrose legal framework 
and with the approval of Wil¬ 
drose members. He also said 
he's committed to becoming 
Alberta's next premier. 


"If I receive that privilege. 
I'm sure it will be behind a con¬ 
solidated conservative move¬ 
ment going forward." 

Alberta Premier Rachel Mot¬ 
ley congratulated Kenney on 
his victory but didn’t waste 
any time criticizing his plan 
to repeal the bulk of the NDP's 
legislative agenda. She said 
that would mean “putting big 


money back into politics, rais¬ 
ing school fees, recrowding 
our school classrooms and re¬ 
versing the approval on (the| 
Kinder Morgan” pipeline. 

“1 would suggest pretty 
quickly he'll have to come 
clean on what his actual plans 
are.” she said.

Also on Monday, a group of 
five lawyers released a legal 
review that suggests there is 
no reason why the Progressive 
Conservative and Wisdnose par¬ 
ties cannot legally join to form 
a new political entity before 
the next provincial e lectio n. 


The lawyers have been work- 
ingon the issue since last fall 
and include supporters from 
both parties. It was not com¬ 
missioned by either political 
party. 

“We have concluded that 
a merger can be done," said 
spokesman Andy Crooks. 


“Moreover, it is our opinion, 
that it can be done without the 
consent of the chief electoral 
officer of Elections Alberta.” 

Alberta election rules forbid 
two parties from merging and 
dictates that they fold up and 
surrender their assets. 

But the lawyers suggested 
both parties could register as 
corporations and meige as cor¬ 
porate entities. That would also 
allow the transfer of assets be¬ 
tween the two parties. 

Crooks said Elections Alberta 
should have waited until it 
received a proposal before ex¬ 


pressing opinions. 

“The Elections Alberta office 
was starting to issue press re¬ 
leases. Mow. we weren't asked 
to answer these questions, but 
neither we re they. We're sim¬ 
ply volunteer lawyers. They on 
the other hand are regulators 
with serious powers,” he said. 


“J take some umbrage at 
regulators announcing dis¬ 
positions of questions before 
they’re asked." 

The team of lawyers was 
recruited by former Wildrose 
Party president Dave Yager, 
who was told by some donors 
and party members to "go fig¬ 
ure it out.” 

“The issue is not what, but 
how,” he said.

Infrastructure 
bank could bring 
in billions of 
dollars in funds 

A new infrastructure bank could 
free up billions in new money for 
social services Canadians regu¬ 
larly use. internal government 
documents say — provided the 
experimental new institution 
meets its lofty financing goals. 

The presentation, prepared 
for the economic growth council 
that’s advising Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau and his cabinet, 
shows transit and water projects 
going through the bank could 
mean more federal dollars for 
social infrastructure like child 
care, recreational facilities and 
seniors' centres. 

funding for social infrastruc¬ 
ture projects, which tend to be 
less attractive to private invest¬ 
ors, could increase by one-third 
if the bank meets its target of 
leveraging S4 in private invest¬ 
ment for every 5'1 from the fed¬ 


eral government, the documents 
indicate. 

Those documents, obtained 
under the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act, demonstrate the Lib¬ 
eral government’s thinking on 
how money from its long-term 


infrastructure program could 
help them meet their economic 
and political goals. 

The program's three streams 
— social, transit and so-called 
“green* infrastructure — are 
worth almost £69.1 billion in 


new funding over the next 10 
years. 

Wednesday's budget will un¬ 
veil more details of how the 
money will flow and where the 
funding for the bank will come 
from, say sources who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

Concerns have persisted that 
the funding would be diverted 
away from money earmarked 
to cities and provinces. 

The government has argued 
the promised infrastructure 
money remains available even 
if it is delivered through the 
bank, which cities and provinces 
will have the option of using. 

More details about the bank 
itself will come in the weeks and 
months to follow once cabinet 
has approved tabling the legisla¬ 
tion that will create the institu¬ 
tion, the sources said. 

The liberals plan to finance 
the bank with 535 billion — 515 
billion of it in cash — to back¬ 
stop projects and attract private 
investment for those that am 
generate revenue through transit 
hires, water rates or road tolls.

Global Affairs has instructed 
diplomatic missions in the U.S, 
to stop using life-size cardboard 
cut-outs of the prime minister 
to promote Canada. The order 
follows the revelation last week 
that prime ministerial replicas 
turned up at an event last June 
organized by the Canadian con- 
sulate in Atlanta and earlier 
this month at a Canadian music 
festival in Austin, Tex. 

The Canadian embassy in 
Washington also rush-ordered 
a cut-out of its own for use at 
Canada Day celebrations last 
year, at a cost of 5147.79. in¬ 
cluding £72.80 for next-day 
delivery. 

The embassy has not ex¬ 
plained whether the cardboard 
Trudeau was ever actually used. 

Regardless, it will now have 
to go into storage. 

“We are aware of instances 
■where our missions in the 
United States had decided to 
purchase and use these cut¬ 
outs,” Global Affairs spokes¬ 
woman .Natasha Nystrom said 
in an email. It f s not clear if 
the missions ever had depart -

It’s now been revealed that the 
FBI had two political bomb¬ 
shells ready to drop during 
the last U.S. election. One, it 
unloaded on Democrats two 
weeks before election day. The 
other it held onto — until two 
months into Donald Trump's 
presidency. 

It dropped Monday. 

In an announcement that 
could forever affect history's ac¬ 
count of the 2016 election, the 
FBI announced that it has been 
investigating possible criminal 
collusion between the Russian 
government and associates of 
the 'Trump campaign since July. 

FBI director James Comey 
revealed it while testifying to 
Congress. He's the same FBE dir¬ 
ector who during the campaign 
commented publicly about an 
investigation into Hillary Clin¬ 


ton's emails. The news came in 
a five-hour hearing that con¬ 
cluded with the Republican 
committee chair stating the 
politically obvious: this shadow 
will linger fora while, creeping 
over the Trump White House.

His revelation fanned a low- 
level fire crackling for months 
in the U.S. capital over why the 
Putin government intervened 
in the U.S. election; whELt its 
motives might have been; and 
whether the 'Trump team knew 
about it. 

Late last July, Comey said, 
the agency began investigat¬ 
ing contacts between Trump 
associates and the Russian gov¬ 


ernment — which is believed 
to have stolen emails from the 
Democratic party and leaked 
them through intermediaries 
Wikileaks and Cuccifer. 

The investigation will in¬ 
clude whether crimes were 
committed. It's unclear how 
long the probe will take. And 
law-enforcement officials 
wouldn't say a word about 
w'hich Trump associates were 


targeted. Comey declined to say 
whether his agency had ques¬ 
tioned Michael Flynn, Trump’s 
just-fired national-security ad¬ 
viser; Paul M ana fort, his fired 
campaign manager; or Roger 
Stone.

Trump spokesman Sean 
Spicer played down the im¬ 
portance oi" Tlynn. calling him

A U.S. official said the ban will 
apply to nonstop flights to the 
U.S. from 10 international air¬ 
ports serving the cities of Cairo in 
Egypt: Amman in Jordan; Kuwait 
City in Kuwait; Casablanca in Mo¬ 
rocco; Doha in Qatar Kiyadh and 
Jeddah in Saudi Arabia; Istanbul 


in Turkey; and Abu Dhabi and 
Dubai in the United Arab Emir¬ 
ates. The ban was indefinite, said 
the official. 

A second U.S. official said the 
ban will affect nine airlines in 
total, and the Transportation 
Security Administration will in¬ 
form the affected airlines at 3 


a.m. Eastern time Tuesday. 

The officials were not author¬ 
ized to disclose the details of the 
ban ahead of a public announce¬ 
ment and spoke on the condition 
of anonymity. 

Royal Jordanian said cell¬ 
phones and medical devices were 
excluded from the ban. Every¬ 


thing else, the airline said, would 
need to be packed in checked 
luggage. Royal Jordanian said 
the electronics ban affects its 
flights to JVew fork, Chicago, 
Detroit and Montreal. 

David Lapan, a spokesman for 
Homeland Security Department, 
declined to comment. The Trans¬ 
portation Security Administrar 
tion. part of Homeland Security, 
also- declined to comment. 

A U.S, government official said 
such a ban has been considered 
for several w r eeks.

Ketoilers hoping to engage 
shoppers may want to try hand¬ 
ing out bubble gum at the door, 
according to new research. 

in a series of five studies, re¬ 
searchers from Rye ns on Univer¬ 
sity's Ted Rogers School of Man¬ 
agement in Toronto found that 
handing oat gum to shoppers 
encouraged them to shop for 
more items and with a higher 
level of engagement. 

The act of chewing made the 
shoppers more alert. 

“If you’re more alert, you'ne 
more likely to absorb the in¬ 
formation that is in the store 
— the promotional and even 
the nutritional labels — and 


have the cognitive function to 
absorb that information," said 
Seung Hwan (Mark) Lee, asso¬ 
ciate professor, retai! manage¬ 
ment, at Ryerson University's 
1 ed Rogers School of Manage- 
ment. 

Although one of the five 
studies found that people chew¬ 
ing gum as they shopped for 
groceries were more likely to 
buy more items, none of the 
studies made a strong connec¬ 
tion between chewing gum and 
money spent.

products, but one can sort 
of deduce that if people are 
browsing more and spending 
more time shopping, it could 
result in higher sales," said Lee. 

The studies were conducted 
in Denver and Toronto, and in¬ 
cluded testing in a kib where 
volunteers were asked to im¬ 
agine they were shopping on¬ 
line, a study' that involved vol¬ 
unteers being asked to shop 
at Amazon.com, and a field 
study involving 56 grocery 
store shoppers at an unnamed, 
retailer in Toronto. 

The act of chewing w r as im¬ 
portant — shoppers did not 
respond the same w r hen given 
candies that can’t be chew r ed. 

The study determined that 
tw r o pieces of gum is the opti¬ 
mal number of pieces to hand 
out to shoppers. Giving them 
too many pieces of gum causes 
them to focus on the gum, not 
shopping.

A pair of researchers in Hali¬ 
fax are working on an elabor¬ 
ate, computerized disaster¬ 
planning simulator that will 
one day function like a multi¬ 
player video game — the first 
version of which has already 
plotted what could happen if 
the port city is inundated by 
a catastrophic flood. 

Professor Ahsan Habib at 
Dalhousie University says a 
test of an early model has sug¬ 
gested it would take 15 hours 
to evacuate the densely popu¬ 


lated Halifax peninsula if the 
ocean suddenly rose between 
3.9 and 7.9 metres. 

“We have only five exit 
points... (making) our transpor¬ 
tation network very vulnerable 
in a mass evacuation," Habib 
said in an interview Monday 
from the Dalhousie Transpor¬ 
tation Co [laboratory, a lab that 
brings together civil engineers 
and urban planners. 

Habib says the peninsula’s 
narrow roads and tack of high¬ 
ways would make an evacua¬ 


tion particularly difficult. 

“The ultimate goal is come 
up with some sort of a game at 
the end, making it much more 
user friendly so that emergency' 
managers can get training and 
learn lessons," Habib says. 

Dalhousie professor Kevin 
Quigley says the final version 
of the program will operate 
much like a so-called massive 
multiplayer online role-playing 
game — but that will take an¬ 
other two years to develop.

KEEPING TRANSIT ON TRACK 


Transit ridership declined across North America in 2016, causing a revenue shortage in dozens of 
cities. It's tempting for some agencies to consider cutting service or increasing fares to make up the 
difference. But those moves can cause further declines in ridership, creating a vicious cycle. 

Instead, Metro looks at how cities can get on a more virtuous cycle. 



Fare Price 

Pacing high fares. L.A. dedicated a half- 
cent sales tax in T9B0 to tranat. Some 
money went to improving service, while 
another chunk went to lowering fares. 
Outcome: In 1985, L.A. had its best year 
for transit ridership. Fanes skyrocketed 
afterwards, and L.A. never again reached 
the same ridership levels. 


Primary Concerns 

With &00 routes, bus riders in Seoul. 
South Korea, were often confused. Buses 
didn't run on time. And by 2004, SO per 
cent of riders were complaining.

Popping ballooning budgets on mega infrastructure jobs

The federal government is 
expected to flesh out a plan 
Wednesday to invest almost 
$190 billion in infrastructure 
over the next 12 years. 

But will it be enough? 

Whether it's Boston's Big 
Dig, Europe's Chunnel or (in¬ 
sert your local project here), 
mega projects are rarely on- 
budget. In fact., they chronic¬ 
ally rack up extra costs. 

Metro asked Matti 
SiemiatyckL a planning 
professor at the University of 
Toronto, why it happens, and 
how to fix it. 

While mega projects are 
complex, consistent overruns 
suggest it's not random, he 
said. If it was, planners would 


guess under budget some¬ 
times, which rarely happens, 

instead, one theory goes 
that someone is lying, either 
to themself or to others, 

Lying to oneself is called 
optimism bras. It means we 
imagine best-case scenarios 
and hope issues can be con¬ 
trolled even as things go off 
the rails. 

Lying to others is what lead- 
ing scholar Bent Flyvbjerg 
calls strategic misrepresenta¬ 
tion. Large projects some¬ 
times incentivize fudging both 
the costs and the benefits, like 
giving overly sunny ridership 
projections for a transit pro¬ 
ject, in order to win public and 
political support. 


ButSiemialycki has solu¬ 
tions. 

Collect data: Governments 
should fire up the analytics 
machine and turn infrastruc¬ 
ture planning into a numbers 
game, collecting stats on 
rnega projects as diligently as 
baseball teams do for batters. 

Change incentives: Re¬ 
ward the best solution, not 
the cheapest, Data could help 
here, giving better insight into 
which builders provioe accur¬ 
ate budget and time projec¬ 
tions, and put them at the top 
of the heap for bids, 

Budget boot tamp: A U.K. 
program put all civil servants 
working on projects over a 
certain cost threshold through 


a training program to ward off 
bad planning. 

Rope In private dollars; 

When public projects team up 
with private enterprise often 
the same people are respon¬ 
sible for designing, building 
and maintaining it, so they 
can't pass the buck or dodge 
deadlines. Also, the deals gen¬ 
erally reward meeting targets 
along the way, 

However \V$ done, fixes 
need to come soon, said 
Siemiatycki, who fears public 
confidence in government is 
waning "not only to deliver 
projects, but to use infrastruc¬ 
ture to address the major 
challenges that our commun¬ 
ities face."

"I'm open to dating women of 
all backgrounds." he tells me.

“I’ve just never been attracted 
to Asian men," she says. 

Uncomfortable yet? Unfortu¬ 
nately. the vast: majority of sin¬ 
gles 1 've worked with have dear 
racial preferences and biases 
when it comes to dating. Now 
that I'm four years into profes¬ 
sional matchmaking. I've seen 
dear patterns emerge when it 
comes tn race and attraction. 

White men: congratulations! 
Women of every racial back¬ 
ground seem to strongly pre¬ 
fer dating you. Asian and Latin 
women are most popular with 
the gents. .Black women and 
Asian men are the two groups 
most notably at a dating dis¬ 
advantage. They are the hard¬ 
est singles for me to match, be¬ 
cause they tend to be excluded 
from the match searches of the 
majority of clients. 

The online dating world is also 
stacked against them. According 
to Christian Rudder's OKCupid 


blog, stats from 2014 show that 
82 percent of non-black men on 
OKCupid show some bias against 
black women. Asian men's pro¬ 
files are consistently rated the 
lowest by single women using 
online dating sites. But why? 

"Attractiveness is a very hap¬ 
hazard dish that can’t be boiled 
down to height or skin colour, 
but Asian men are told that re¬ 
gardless of what the idyllic mire¬ 
poix is or isn't. we just don't htive 
the ingredients," television host 
Bddie Huang recently wrote in 
the New York Times. 

Top culture is a window into 
desire. Consider the male Asian 
characters in movies you've seen 
in the last several vears. When 

if 

was the last tune ymi saw a North 
American film where a desirable 
Asian man played the lead and 
didn't know martial arts? 

A similar story presents it¬ 
self when we deconstruct black 
women in popular culture. In 
film and television, black women 
are often portrayed as two- 
dimensional “strong and sassy” 
stereotypes. When cast as a ro¬ 
mantic interest, they're usually 
played by biracial or multiracial 
women with lighter skin tones. 

“Society tells us that black 
women are hypers exuai but 
also more masculine than other 
women, while it suggests that 
Asian men are less masculine 
— to the point of being effemin¬ 
ate — and that they are physic¬ 
ally less attractive," says Shaute] 


Buggs, a ThU Candidate in Soci¬ 
ology at the University of lexas. 

The exclusion of .Asian men is 
a particularly visible problem i n 
the gay community. “No rice, no 
spice" is the social networking 
apps Scruff and Grindr parlance 
for "no Bast Asian men, no South 
Asian men.” Straight people 
aren't as upfront about their 
prejudices, but having spoken to 
several women of colour about 
their time online, they seem to 
get fewer matches than other 
women und are frequently fetisb- 
ized when they do connect 

Jn a recent feature article in 
the Walrus, lawyer Hadiya Koder- 
ique detailed her challenges dat¬ 
ing as a woman nf colour. When 
Hadiya photos hopped her dating 
profile photos so that she ap¬ 
peared to be a white woman, her 
profile's popularity skyrocketed. 

“When you combine demo¬ 
graphics. the fact that users dis¬ 
proportionately message others 
of the same race, fetishism, seq¬ 
ualization of blackness , racism 
and anti-blackness, it adds up to 
— to put it mildly — a ‘harder 
time' in those spaces," she said. 

So are you racist if you aren't 
open to dating everyone? I don't 
know. Are you the product of a 
racist society? Undoubtedly, yes. 
We all are. And we’re going to 
have to work hard at being inclu¬ 
sive and open-minded in dating 
and in every other aspect of life if 
we're set on making any progress

When 9-year-old less Baird 
landed at Sick Kids for surgery 
on a badly broken finger she 
was terrified.

'lb put her mind at ease, hos¬ 
pital staff gave her a virtual re¬ 
ality headset — futuristic-look¬ 
ing goggles with a 360-degnee 
video screen — that detailed 
the impending procedure from 
a patient’s perspective.

ed to a smartphone rather than 
using its own screen. At S5-S15 
per headset it is among the 
most inexpensive of VK options.

I cried a lot. I was anxiety rid¬ 
den.” Hunter explained. “What 
l found was how much E could 
communicate with my dogs.” 

Coleen Balent, 43, under¬ 
stands. 

She stays home with her 
two kids, ages 10 and 5, as her 


network engineer lor LIS. Navy 
hospitals outside their home. 
They'Ve been stationed around 
the world and have been in the 
US. island territory of Guam, in 
the western Pacific, for nearly 
a year. 

Hounding out the family are 
three resale dogs, including one, 
13-year-old Paolo, who has ser¬ 
ious health issues. She and her 
husband found him years ago 
in Sicily, in a boat yard with his 
mouth taped shut. He had been 


hit by a car. 

“The vet told me he wouldn't 
make it through the night 1 took 
him home with antibiotics and 
a nebulizer and he survived " 
Ealent recalled. “Several years 
later. Paolo broke his back while 
we were living in Charleston, 
South Carolina." 

'Hie accident left him para¬ 
lyzed, but after $6,0DD in surgery 
and three months of rehabilita¬ 
tion, he can hobble along, re¬ 
quiring help going up and down 
stairs and on and oft"beds. Three 


years ago, Paolo was diagnosed 
with diabetes so Balent injects 
him with insulin twice a day, 
checking his glucose levels often. 

“We can barely afford it, and 
if s a pain/' she said. JJ I can never 
go anywhere for the day. Pm 
quite sure everyone thinks I'm 
crazy, Some people have flat out 
told me, but Paolo has seen me 
through two pregnancies, two se¬ 
vere postpartum depressions, an 
autoimmune disease and three 
moves to three different coun¬ 
tries and continents.” 

For Hunter, each pet enriches 
her in different ways. Her black 
lab got her off the coach, “She 
gets me moving, she gets me 
going. There’s no- sitting any¬ 
more.” She even feels her long 
hours alone with the two have 


heightened their ability to com¬ 
municate. 

It’s Apollo who tells her when 
it's time for breakfast. He's the 
vocal one. Both dogs compre¬ 
hend about 250 of her words. 
Apollo can differentiate between 
bait, stick and his favourite toy, 
a leddy bear. 

“And they know what shoes 3 
wear. If 1 put on mnning shoes, 
they're staying home. 'Itiev don't 
move. If J put on j'ust normal 
tennis shoes, we're walking and 
they go find their leashes. If 1 
put on boots or dress shoes or 
something, they’re not going. 
They know this. It's so funny.” 
Hunter said. 'Tm not the crazy 
dog lady. 1 know they’re not my 
children, but 1 just feel very close 
tO them.”

Video producer Michael Kizzi, 
who's based in Toronto, says 
he's concerned with the mes¬ 
sage it sends to loyal YouTube 
users. He's seen 176 of his 236 
videos disappear in “restricted” 
mode, representing 75 per cent 
of the clips he's uploaded over 
the past five years. 

“it's more a feeling of being 
pushed to the side." Rizzi says. 
“It's a pretty big screw-up on 
their end.” 

In an emailed statement on 
Monday. YouTube acknowledged 
the filter saying "some videos 
that cover subjects like health, 
politics and sexuality may not 
appear for users and institutions 
that choose to use this feature.”
